LOST AT SEA. 


Shipwreck on the North- 
jeastern Coast, 

Hattrax, Sept. 18.— Capt. Alfred 
Gasston, of the bark Brittania, which 
was wrecked off this coast Monday last, 
tells the story of the fearful suffering 
they were subjected to on the wreck 
from Monday until Tuesday afternoon, 
during which time a gale was blowing 
and all hands compelled to remain on 


deck exposed to the fury of the storm. 
They finally took to a smal! raft and hard- 
ly had the people got on this when a 
heavy sea washed off every soul, and 
the captain and eight men only remain- 
ed. During the night and following 
morning five others were washed off in 
& similar manner, leaving only four sur- 
vivors, who were rescued by a boat from 
shore. Thirteen perished, including 
the wife and four children of Captain 
Gasston. All were natives of England. 
Two of the captain’s children were 
’ picked up, but died in a few niinutes, 
either from fright or exhaustion. 


THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Stoneman Scored by Deposed 
: Officials. 

San Francisco, Sept. 18.—The Re- 
publicaw State Prison Directors, just re- 
moved from office by Governor Stone- 
man, have addressed a four-column 
open letter to the Governor in which 
they say: ‘‘We are astonished at the 
cowardly innuendoes and malicious 
falsehoods which your decision contains. 
We use these plain but forcible expres- 
sions so as not to be misunderstood.’’ 
The concluding portion of the letter 
reads: ‘‘Itis evieent thut the time has 
arrived in the history of your party for 
indiscriminate removals and that the 
- party has found in you a weak executive. 
You, Sir, were elected by the votes of 
over 15,000 Republicans who believed 
that you possessed sufficient moral 
backbone to rise above ih: demands of 
unscrupulous partisans."’

and the failure of the captains of vessels 
to report leprous cases to the quarantine 
officer shall be punishable by a fine of 
from $500 to $1,000 and imprisonment. 
The leper, Marie Nicolas, has been re- 
moved to the pest house, where she will 
remain at the city’s expense until she 
desires to ledive the State.

YELLOW FEVER. 


‘Scared, People Laid Down and 
Died Like Sheep.”’ 


The Deplorable Situation at Guaymas Some- 
what Relieved by a‘ Uopious Rain— 
Clear Statements by a Guay- 
mas Merchant, 


Guaymas, Mex., Sept. 18.—A copious 
rain fell last night, clearing the atmos- 
phere and bringing the thermometer to 
84 degrees. People look upon it as the 
greatest blessing that could have hap- 
pened, as it will prevent the spread of 
the fever. Eight deaths have been re- 
ported to-day. 

The Prefect of Hernandez has issued 
an order that no bodies be buried until 
pronounced dead by a physician, and 
that they must then be retained in the 
dead-house three hours longer before 
interment. 

Quite a number of Americans and 
foreigners are here, but at present it is 


impossible to learn their names. Gen- 
eral Cobb is here devoting himself to 
those who apply for relief. 
Hermosillo advices state that the 
fever is stfll raging badly at that point. 
San Francisco, Sept. 18.—H. Behrndt, 
a Guaymas merchant, just arrived here, 
says the causes of the disease will be 
dissipated with the first rain. The fever, 
appears every summer, but no one 
feared it. The violence of the fever 
this year is owing to the want.of rain. 
The physicians increased the evil by 
declaring it yellow fever. This created 
such a scare that people laid down and 
died like sheep. From that moment the 
only business done was a lively trade in 
coffins. The most of those who died 
were of the poorer ¢lasses, and unable 
from the scarcity of food to obtain 
proper nourishment. Many sufferers 
drank cold liquors, inducing congestion 
of the brain and almost immediate 
death. | 
Another Guaymas merchant says the 
condition of things there is terrible and 
heart rending; that the telegrams from 
Guaymas convey but a faint idea of the 
iorrors daily taking place. | 


Fever-Scourgeda Guaymas. 
San Francisco, Sept. 18.—H. Ber- 
hardt, a Guaymas merchant, who has 
arrived here, speaking of the fever now 
raging on the Mexican coast, says that 
the worst is over and that the fever has 
expended its force. He holds that as 


|soon as the October rains set in the 


causes of the disease will be dissipated. 
Another merchant, however, also from 
Guaymas, but who does not wish his 
name mentioned, says that the tele- 
grams have so far only conveyed a faint 
idea of the terrible ravages of the fever 
in that city. 
The Gray Trial. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 18.—At the trial 
to-day of John S. Gray, ex-Secretary of 
the Board of Harbor Commissioners, 
John P. Dunn, State Controller, testi- 
fied that on March 4th last, Gray admit- 
ted to him he was short iu his accounts, 
and asked him (Dunn) to. keep quiet 
and allow him time. 

Dunn expressed astonishment, and 
Gray gave as a reason that he had been 
too good to his friends. He said he 
was fully $6,000 short, but if Dunn 
would wait a few weeks until the return 
of some one from the East, and allow 
him to make his February report in 
April, it would then be made up. Dunn 
said he must do his duty in the matter, 


and soon after the conversation termi- 
nated.

CITY GUARDIANS. 


Some Notes Coucerning the Local 
Police Force. 
In a conversation with Chief Cnddy 
yesterday a TrmEs reporter learned some 
facts about the police force of this city 
which may be of interest to the public. 
The police department is one of the 
most important in a city, especially in 
a railroad center like Los Angeles, where 
strangers of all classes are continually 
flocking. Itis no more than justice to 
the present force tosay that they have 
given very good satisfaction to the” pub- 
lic generally, and the town is kept re- 
markably free from bad characters— 
such as tramps, petty thieyes, gamblers 
and other criminals who would make Los 
Angeles their headquarters were they 
not closely watched. There are now 
thirteen regulars on the force and two 
specials. This number is altogether 
too small to properly patrol the city, 


and is smaller in proportion than that 
of any city on the coast. The life of 
a policeman is by no means an easy one; 
the constant exposure and almost daily 
risks tell upon the constitutions of the 
strongest men, Yet, while the occupa- 
tion is hazardous in the extreme, and 
the hours are unseasonable, the pay 
here is much too small, the 
wages of the entire force, with 
the exception of the mounted police, 
who get $10 extra, being only $75 
per month. The mounted police are also 
obliged to furnish their own horses, and 
good ones at that, and pay for their 
equipments-and keeping out of the mea- 
gre sum allowed them. In San Francis- 
co, police officers who have less work to 
do than the men here receive $102 per 
month, the $2 being paid into an insur- 
ance fund to provide for them in case of 
sickness or accidents. The force here 
enjoys no such advantages, No provi- 
sion is made for them in case of sick- 
ness or disability, and the long hours 
they are compelled to be on duty and 
the inadequate pay are enough to dis- 
courage any man from doing duty to 
the best of his ability, if money alone 
were the incentive to action.

A PAINFUL story of starvation comes 
from the distant and desolate north, 
but with it, fortunately, come tidings 
of the rescue of the imperiled men. A 
' party of miners prospecting on the 
river Yukon, in Alaska, found them- 
selves cut off from ail communication 
with the civilized world (a thing 
which is true for nine months of every 
year with all parties who hiber- 
nate in that country) and out of provi- 
sions. They were rescued by the Rev. 
Eugene 8. Willard, and a party from 
his Alaska Mission (Presbyterian), the 
location of which is not stated in the 
item before us, but which we suppose 
to be either on the river Kuskokvim 


or at peint called Mission 
Yukon on the great river of 
that name, and some four hun: 


dred and fifty miles from its mouth. 
A rumor reaches us that Ed. Schieffe- 
lip was of the party, but it is only a 
rumor, which has as yet no confirma- 
tion in any news received by his friends 
in Los Angeles. 

The immense distance,the inhospit- 
able character, the rigorous climate, 
and the unspeakable desolation 
far northern’ land are 


the very few persons who have per- 


sonally penetrated its cheerless bor- 


ders. The river Yukon, which may 


‘safely. be classed as the third great 
river of the world, 


when length, 
breadth and volume are all taken into 
the account, makes its way for nearly 
three thousand miles through a vast 
region—an unmeasured wilderness— 
bordering close upon the Arctic Cir- 
cle for no incensiderable~portion of 
the distance traversed, and’ cutting 
that circle at one point where the 
mighty stream makes a sharp bend to 
the northward. It is a region bar- 
ren, desolate and dangerous, almost, 
as the Frozen Ocean itself, and it is no 
surprise to us that these hapless miners, 
the glad report of whose timely rescue 
now comes to hand, were caught -by 
the wolf which ever hovers at the door 
xperienced vroyageur who 
self in those hyperborean 
wilds. At the stations of the regular 
fur-traders, men experienced in Arctic | 
life, who \have gpent years in the coun- 
try, and knoW® the danger they have to 
and go prepared in the 
chief essentials of provisions aml fur 
clothing, there is comparatively little 
danger of disaster. It is to the irreg- 
‘ular parties, composed of men not 
versed inthe habits and dangers of 
northern life—such parties as we sup- 
pose the rescued one to be—that disas- 
ters come.

It has, I believe, the only ‘Ostrich 
Farm’ and the only national ‘-Bi-filar 
Magnetic Observatory,” as the Los An- 
geles Herald would say, ‘‘on the Amer- 
ican continent.’’ Both are well worth 
seeing. The latter is located at the Nor- 
mal School and is easily accessible to 
the people of this city; but the former is 
situated in the country, twenty miles 
from this city and about seven miles 
from Anaheim, and some three miles 
south of the railroad station of Costa. 

I had occasion to visit the Ostrich 
Farm last week and saw and learned 
many points that interested me much:

is a ticket of admission, which one can 
get of the Messrs. Hutton Bros., Du- 
commun Block, on application.

which were oblong inclosures, were laid 
off in the form of one-half of a large 
square. In each corral there were usu- 
ally three tirds—one male and two fe- 
males. Between adjoining corrals there 
is always a Darrow space or lane, the 
object of which is to prevent the males 
from fighting. One fence is not sulll- 
cient to keep them apart, but two are 
required, several feet apart, so that they 
can’t reach each other. 

There are twenty-one birds and they 
are all now thriving finely. Indeed 
they are in splendid condition, and Dr. 
Sketchley, who has been extensively 


Africa, seems entirely satisfied with his 
experiment in Southern California, so 
faras he has got. All the conditions 
for success here thus far appear to be 
extremely favorable. 


APPEARANCE OF THE BIRDS. 


These ostriches have a very different 
appearance from those one sees ina 
menagerie or zoOlogical garden. As 
members of the bird family they seem 
colossal. ‘They look liké wine pipes 
set up on tall muscular legs. Their 
necks are about three feet long, and 
their heads are but atrifle larger round 
than their necks. They don’t seem to 
have any brains to speak of—or only 
enough to eat, and fight, and propa- 
gate. They live mostly on alfalfa, but 
they are also supplied with corn, and 
pulverized shells and rock salt. When 
they get tired of stalking about these 
pens, they sit down, swinging their 
bodies back like a camel onto their el- 
bow joints, and then, if they want to 
lie down, or bring their body. down to 
the ground, they swing them forward 
again and thus rest their weight with 
legs doubled together beneath them. 
The color of the males, is nearly black, 
and that of the females grey, and the 
Jiber of their short feathers, (they have 
no long plumes at present,) especially 
of the males is exceedingly fine and 
glossy. Their necks, and their bodies 
under their wings (which they were con- 
tinually moving), and their thighs, 
were bare of feathers. One patriarch 
soon after we arrived threw himself 
against the fence, apparently in a rage, 
and then onto the ground, and after 
wallowing awhile got up and stared va- 
cantly around, and then strode about 
the corral as if nothing had happened. 
_ In answer to our question, if they 
could be made to know their keeper etc., 
Dr. 8. said it was not safe forhim or 
any one else to go into their corrals, as 
they would be likely to kill him. They 
strike with their legs with tremenduous - 
force. 

INCUBATORS SECURING THE EGGS. 


The females usually lay about every 
other day. They are not permitted to 
sit. By removing the eggs they lay 
about 90 eggs a year each. But if al- 
lowed to sit they only lay 30 during the 
year, as they sit six weeks andare oc- 
cupied as much more time in rearing 
their young, some of which they are 
liable to kill by treading on them, etc. 
If they sit, the male or female take 
turns. But it is found to be more pro- 
fitable to hatch the eggs by artificial 
means. The method adopted to get the 
eggs out of the corral, when laid, is to 
have a boy go around to the opposite 
side of the corral and tease the: birds 
‘hither, and then one can get the eggs 
before they can get back again. When 
the ostriches run, they move with a 
dainty swinging motion that is extremly 
graceful. | 

The ostrich egg, instead of being oval, 
is nearly absolutely round. It weighs 
about 314 pounds and has a shell some- 
thing like an eighth of an inch thick, 
which, however, will break if the egg is 
dropped from the hand to the ground, 

Dr. S. has now something over 100 
eggs in the incubators, which are ex- 
pected to commence hatching now in a 
few days. It takes just 42 days for 
them to hatch. Is it not singular that 
the time of incubation or gestation of so 
many animals, and especially of the bird 
species, is always some multiple of 7 
days or of 7 revolutions of the earth on 
its axis? 

TERROR OF DOGS. 

Dr. 8. says that experience has dem- 
onstrated that about 90 per centum of 
the eggs can be hatched and reared by 
artificial process. Although the male 
ostrich will attack a man, he is mortally 
afraid of a dog, and the doctor does not. 
hesitate, when people bring dogs on his 
premises, to shoot them right before 
their owners without making any apolo- 
gies whatever, and then he usually orders 
the owners off the premises. And he 


himself had shot over sixty lions in 
Africa, and that he knew many persons 
there who had shot from thirty to sixty, 
and one who had shot over two hun- 


‘THE OSTRICH WILL ENDURE COLD. 


In regard to the ostrich’s capacity to 
endure cold, he said he had his birds in 
New York last December several weeks, 
when there were snow and ice there, and 
theysufferedno harm.

have selected the property known as the 
D. G. Stephens lot, on the corner of 


Temple and New High streets, as the 


site for the new courthouse, the price 
asked being $35,800, and the purchase 
to be consummated at the expiration of 
the time required by law, provided the 
selection is approved by the majority of 
the Board. 

The matter will come up before the 


| Board again for final action in about a 


month, and the people throughout the 

county have now an opportunity to dis- 

cuss the selection named, consider if 

there are any serious objections to it, or 

whether a better site can be obtained, 

all things considered. It may be as well 

here to state what the probable method 

of raising the necessary funds for the 

purchase and construction will be, and 

e sum which the people will be called 

upon to raise by special tax levy. It is 
estimated by parties who are in a posi- 

tion to know that the present property 
of the county can be sold so as to leave 
a clear surplus of $60,000. After the 
purchase of the lot there will be left of 

this sum $24,000 towards the construc- 
tion fund. It does not seem desirable 
that the county should go in debt or is- 
sue bonds for the payment of the re- 
maining amount necessary to com- 
plete the building, and the general 
opinion is that the Supervisors will 
order a direct levy some time in Octo- 
ber or November. The question arises, 
what the cost of a suitable and commo- 
dious building should be, and those who 
have considered the matter think the 
requirements of the county could be 
well met for many years to come with a 
building costing from $70,000 to $75,- 
000. Itis argued that the large and 
handsome Branch Normal School build- 
ing in this city only cost, for construc- 
tion, $58,000, and a building of the 
same size would amply accommodate 
the county offices and be an ornament 
to. the city. The total value of assess- 
ablé property in this county is this year 
$26,000,000, and deducting ten per cent. 
for luss in collecting, would leave 
about $23,000,000 on which a tax could 
be collected. To raise $40,000, which 
sum would be nearly sufficient to can- 
struct*%the courthouse, plus the amount 
realized by the sale of the county prop- 
erty, on the scale proposed, would levy 
a rate of eighteen cents on the $100. 
This is really a trifling tax for a rich 
county like Los Angeles to bear, and 
ought to find favor with those who 
are the most economically inclined. If 
the majority favor the construction of a 
more costly courthouse, and a large 
levy or a heavy debt, they have only to 
make their wishes known, and the Su- 
pervisors will probably respect them. 
Any plan that is broached will doubt- 
less meet with countless objections, but 
all should unite in the effort to provide 
the county with an edifice which will 
accommodate its rapidly increasing

Mr. A. W. Hutton said that he has no 
objection to the location, but it seems 
rather foolish for the county to part 
with property in the most eligible por- 
tion of the city at a sacrifice and buy 
other property at top figures. He 
thinks the county might utilize the 
property now in its possession. 

Mr. M. L. Wicks thinks the property 
selected is well worth the money, and 
especially adapted for a conrthouse 
site. 

Mr. F. C. Howes, of the Los Angeles 
National Bank, believes the site a good 
one. As to the price named for it, he 
was not prepared to express an opinion. 

Major Geo. E. Gard said the site was 
the best in town. No other location 
pron osed has half the advantages. 

Mr. Haas, of the firm of Hellman, Hass 
& Co., is not entirely pleased with the 
location. Hewould, however, offcr no 
serious objections. 

Mr. J. Bernard, the owner of the new 
Bernard block, thinks the location good 
enough, butthe price too high. Better

did do. For instead of the Legislature 
treating the State Association as an 
organization of no influence and useless 
it allowed the State Association to dictate 
every amendment of the last bill with 
the exception of that taking off the pro- 
tection on ducks, and furthermore every 
provision of the game law both old and 
new is the work of the State Association. 
It is true, as we stated before, that the 
Los Angeles Club considered the first of 
October too late for the opening of the 
quail season and when we presented the 
matter to the State Association through 
our delegates to its last convention, the 
up country sportsmen gladly met us 
half way and a committee has been ap- 
pointed to*so revise the present law as 
to make it agreeable to all sections of 
the State, and a bill for that purpose 
will be introduced before the next 


Legislature. 

Any newsboy could have 
informed ‘‘Victim’’ that ‘‘the 
pastoral days oof Angeles’’

Were it not for 
this, ‘‘Victim’’ would not be ground- 
sluicing with a breech-loading Colts. 

There is not one intelligent farmer in 
fifty that is opposed to the game law 
per se, but they are opposed, and right- 
fully too, to the depredations of the pot 
hunting scalawags who, devoid of hu- 
manity and regardless of law, justice or 
common decency, destroy more property 
in one day than a thousand quail would 
in a whole season. 

But why carry the argument any far- 
ther? We will ask ‘‘Victim’’ a few ques- 
tions, to which we want straight, logical 
answers, if he is capable of such athing, 
and then we will lay him away on tie 
shelf among other relics of the dark 
ages, 

First. If game laws are so unjust and 
useless why is it that the whole legisia- 
tive genius of the civilized world have 
never discovered the fact? 

Second. If they have, why is it that 
the Jaw-makers of every State in the 
union and every nation of the earth per- 
sist, in maintaining laws aguinst the in- 
terests of the majority of their constitu- 
ents? | 

Third. If quail are so destructive to 
vineyards in the section where, in his 
imagination, ‘*Victim’’ resides, why do 
we not hear complaints from such vine- 
yardists, as E. J. Baldwin, of Santa An- 
ita, Governor Stoneman (who signed the 
last bill,) Colonel Maybury, L. J. Rase 
and J. De Barth Shorb, of San Gabriel, 
Mr. Cogswell, of Sierra Madre Villa, or 
Colonel Markam, of Pasadena?

You know that you dare not openly vio- 
late the game law yourself, but you will 
play the part of the coward and try to 
make law-breakers of others. 

We know you, ‘‘Victim,’’ and we know 
just what ails you. Bury such petty, 
groundless feelings and be a man, be a 
law-abiding citizen. Stop your inhuman 
habit of ground-sluicing half-fledged 
birds as they approach their watering 
places. Teach your Gordon-setter to 
work in the field. Flush your birds one 
at a time and shoot them like a man. 
Cultivate a love for legitimate field 
sports, and possibly, some time in the 
great future, you may be recognized 
yourself as a SPORTSMAN.
